; It is not unusual for a national 
party convention to develop at least 
one outstanding national figure 
from among the delegates who are 
politically known to their home 
community or state. It is corre- 
spondingly not unusual for a na- 


tional party convention to either 
destroy ‘at least one national figure, 
or to find its record blotted by one 
Such figure to such an extent that 
the confidence and respect of the 
public is shaken in that one indi- 
vidual.

NEGROES STUDY FARMING. 


The extension department of the 


coordinating with the extension de- 
partment in Florida, recently con- 
ducted a party of more han fifty 
of Georgia’s most 


farmers through an inspection and 
study tour of the potato and vege. 
table sections of Florida. 

The tour, under the personal 
direction of E. A. Williams, of Sa- 
vannah, state agent for negro work, 
covered a week’s time, and it was 
entirely devoted to an educational | 
inspection of the scientific methods | 
employed in the growing of prod- | 
uce, the harvesting and crating of | 
the same, and the methods of coop- | 
erative Marketing that are so satis-| 
factorily employed. ‘ 

At every place the Georgia party 
visited, leading farmers, white and 
colored, showed every possible 
courtesy in the demonstration work: 
and the visit to different section 
was usually marked by outdoor lec-' 
tures fully and practically explaining 
the methods employed on the suc- 
cessful farms, and in _ packing 
houses. 

Commenting on the tour 
Jacksonville Times-Union said: 

“The many opportunities on Flor- 
ida farms were as keenly observed by 
the Florida farmers as by those from 
Georgia,@and the real value of the 
Farm and, Home Makers’ Clubs was 
brought out. It was not a mere sight- 
seeing trip but was undertaken by 
the visitors to learn the reasons for 
the success of the negro farmers of 
this state. Therefore, the program 
waar strictly educational. Note books 
were in constant use by the visitors 
on the various farms visited. These 
farmers had asked the privilege of 
coming to this state to atudy the 
methods of our negro farmers, their 
attention being attracted by reports 
of the great success in production and 
marketing of the latter.” 

In a letter addressed to The Con- 
stitution by E. A. Williams, who led 
the party, he gives one concrete 
illustration of the practical benefits 
that the tour accomplished for Geor- 
gia: 

“Numbers of negro farmers of 
Georgia are leaving the state because 
they are discouraged; so this tour was 
planned to teach, by observation and 
comparison, the wonderful possibili- 
ties Georgia holds for the law-abid- 
ing, thrifty, industrious negro farmer. 

“Since returning from this tour, 
John R. Billups, who owns 700 acres 
of land in Clarke county and who had 
planned to go north, has written: ‘It 
affords me great pleasure to ‘write 
you, as you are aware of the fact that 
we all enjoyed a good time in Florida. 
I can't tell you what the trip meant 
to me. You know I have lost money 
during the last four years, and I had 
almost decided to give up, but since 
making that trip and seeing what 
those folks in Florida are doing, I 
have made up my mind I am going to 
hit it harder than I have ever, and 
if they can make it, I can too.’ 

“Billups’ letter expresses the opin- 
ion of the average farmer who went 
on this tour.’ . 

It is a matter of general comment 
in farm periodicals that the negro 
farmers of Florida, as a whole, are 
doing splendidly, and, it is hoped 
that the negro farmers of Georgia 
will catch the spirit that was so 
forcibly impressed during the tour. 
There are a great number of sub- 
stantial negro farmers in this state, 
and those who are not successful 
can very probably become so if they 
will apply the knowledge that the 
extension service is imparting, and 
work—the latter factor being a con- 
trolling one in every worth-while 
endeavor.

Some physicians have ascribed out- 
breaks xt hives to strong emotivunal 
feelings such as fear, shame or anger.

In older persons 
there is commonly some digestive dis- 
turbance. 

First, then, ease off on the diet. <A 
brief fast. or a near fast for 24 hours. 

Boiled rice 
and water, or bread and water, or 
just orange or apple or baked potato, 
makes a good diet for a day or two. 
Anyhow, take no meat, fowl, egg or 
fish. A bottle of solution of mag- 
nesium citrate makes an agreeable 
saline cathartic. Always make sure 
you have ne “company.” You never 
can tell till you look, these days. Milk 
of magnes:a may be a preferabie lax- 
ative or cathartic if the stomach is 
very sour. The calcium lactate or 
calcium chlorid treatment, as for bay 
fever and asthma, proves valuable in 
some cases of long drawn out hives. 
As Drs. Hollender and Novak hare 
shown, it is generally necessary to 
combine small doses of thyroid with 
the calciuin treatment to’ make it ef- 
fective, to insure the utilization of 
the valcium to supply the deficiency 
in the blood.

ARE ENTITLED 10 VOTE 


Washington, July 1.—More than 
4,300,000 illiterates will be entitled to 
vote in November for president of the 
United States and members of con- 
gress, the iiliteracy commission of the 
National Education association stated 
in a report submitted today at the as- 
sociation’s convention here. 

Another report disclosed that 1 


poll of 8,000 teachers throughout the 
country indicated the majority of 
them were in favor of lengthening 
the school day. 

The illiteracy report, presented by 
Mrs. Cora W. Stewart, of Frankfort. 
Ky., stated that although there are 
4,931,905 acknowledge illiterates in 
the United States, the commission is 
convinced there are more than do:- 
ble this number who either were over- 
looked in the census taking or who 
have concealed their illiteracy. The 
report emphasized that more than 
three million of the acknowledged 
literates were native-born. 


Effeets on Business. 


“Aside from a menace to govern- 
ment and handicap to citizenship,” 
the report said, “the effects of illit- 
eracy on commerce and labor are 
highly deleterious.” 

It also was asserted that illiterae; 
of parents is the chief barrier tw 
school attendance. 

“The large unwieldy class,” Mra. 
Mary Bradford, Colorado state super- 
intendent of public instruction, said, 
“is an obstacle to good teaching and 
to produce really fine results unter 
such a hampering condition implies 
sheer genius in the teacher and a 
group of exceptionally responsive cbhil- 
dren. The idea: number of pupils to 
a teacher in grade work is quite gen 
erally accepted as between twen*s 
and thirty, although a_ respectable- 
sized majority insists that a teacher 
can do justice to no more than twenty 
students.” 

A million teachers now are enrolied 
in the World Federation of Edu-a- 
tional Associations, created at Na 
tional Education association’s conven- 
tion in San Francisco last year. In 
a report showing this enrollment, 
Augustus O. Thomas, state education 
commissioner of Maine, asserted, how- 
ever, that it could n.t be hoped tor 
many years to federate all the five 
million teachers of the world becaus»® 
in many countries all have not yet 
joined their national organization 

Teachers for Peace. 

In addressing the cénvention, Mr 
Thomas declared the teaching prote» 
sion is for pence, but peace with 
honor. 

“We hate war but we love orr 
country more than we hate war,” he 
asserted. “The extreme pacifist doc- 
trine is as vicious as the extreme mil 
itary doctrine. We would not leave 
our country without adequate defense 
There is danger that we may go tov 
far in relieving our history of many 
of its most vital pages. History should 
be truthful and there should be 8 
proper balance in teaching the pa- 
triotism of both war and peace.

Powertul Lights 
Guide Airplanes 
Across Continent 


Two Westbound, One East- 
bound, Begin Transconti- 
nental Air Mail Service. 


Chicago, July 1—Guided by power- 
ful searchlights and blazing signals, 
airplanes inaugurating the 1924 trans- 
continental air mail service were 
speeding tonight over a great white 
way 885 miles long between Chicago 
and Cheyenne, 

Two west-bound airships with their 
cargoes of mail hopped off:from Chi- 
eago to fly over the lighted pathway 
at 6:31 and’'6:32 central standard 
time. Another plane carrying mail 
from San Francisco left Cheyenne on 
its east-bound trip a short time later. 
Somewhere high in the air above the 
illuminated route the ships will pass 
tonight, two of them speeding toward 
the Golden Gate, the other bound for 
Long Island. 

The mail planes on their maiden 
run were making better time than 
scheduled. Because of the heavy cargo 
of mail, two planes instead of one 
cb ib York for the Pacific coast 
The? west-bound planes arrived here 
tonight at 5:51 and 6:10, 24 minutes 
and 5 minutes, respectively, ahead of 
schedule, 

The three pilots flying through the 
night, two west-bound and one east- 
bound, are guided by overlapping

Superintendent Sutton’s address 
drew the attention of the educators 
to the Atlanta schools. 
Superintendent Sutton said in part: 
“The superintendent of schools 
should be the leader of the educa- 
tional froces of his community. What- 


ever of detail Le can or has mastered 
will be of incredible value. But de- 
‘nails must not cumber him, be must 


‘realize kis responsibility for the edu- 


cation of a!l the people. The suver- 
intendent must not simply see tnat 
the community provides for those who 
come to the schoolhouse door, but he 
must see that the thought of the com- 
munity is so aroused that every child 
finds his’ steps leading to the school- 
house; he must go even further and 
see that the older constituency not 
only have the opportunity, but are 
aroused to the importance of continued 
improvement in intellectual, vocational 
and moral development. 

“The superintendent’s chief contri- 


‘bution to education is therefore an 


arou conscience on the part of all 
the ple for the continual develop- 
ment of the entire state, city or com- 
munity. I believe in professional 
training, I believe in the college, the 
university, the summer school, 

lieve in the extension courses for su- 
perintendents as well as teachers, but 
the superintendent himself must be 
more than a professionally trained 
man. He must be a man upon whose 
conscience the responsibility for the 
proper education of the entire commu- 
nity continually rests. 


A Fearless Leader. 


“As such a leader he must be tact- 
ful, but it is of even greater impor- 
tance that he be fearless. Men and 
women have never followed the timid, 
hesitating character. ‘The masses and 
classes love the intrepid and the dar- 
ing. 

“In this age when demand after 
demand is being made for retrench- 
ment in education, when plutocratic 
industrialism is trying to create a 
plutocracy among educators, when the 
fictitious increased cost of: education 
is being flaunted, when men and wom

things for his teachers, his vufficers 
and supervisors and the children of 
lus city. 

“Recently in asking for an in- 
creased approriation for a certain de- 
partment in a great southern city 
some members of the board of edu- 
cation were astonished that the sum 
of $5,000 should be asked for addi- 
tional equipment.in an automobile 
shop.. There seemed to be the idea 
that the superintendent was extrav- 
agant. Adverse criticism -nsued, 
even the head of the department 
called. the superintendent aside and 
said: ‘I would not press the mat- 
ter further.’ The reply of the su- 
perintendent was as follows: ‘I may 
offend some members of this board, 
but this state is investing $236,000,- 
We have an ob 
ligation to develop this industry and 
1 shall contend for this appropria- 
tion. Even if I should lose my po- 
sition, the increased pay rolls, the 
increased efficiency and increased 
training of our people would more 
than compensate for the loss in po- 
sition.’ 

Guardian of the Teachers. 


“What is true of the superintend- 
ent’s contribution for various depart- 
ments of his school system is pre 
eminently true in his relationship to 
his teachers. As superintendents of 
schools we are the guardians of our 
teachers’ interests. To let the hue 
and cry of the populace down the 
demand for adequate salaries for our 
teachers is cowardly on our part. 

“We must lead our people to see 
that we cannot go backward im edu- 
cation.. In the story of Israel’s 6o- 
journ into the Land of Promise, 
theer is an incident recorded whch 
illustrates our point. ‘The Israelites 
found themselves with insurmount- 
able mountains on either side and the 
Egyptian hosts in the rear. The Red 
sea was in front of them. There 
seemed no escape, but as Moses cried 
unto the Lord for his people there 
came the answer: ‘Why cry ye unto 
Me. Speak unto the children of 
Israel that they go forward.’ With 
the cry of tax reduction on the right, 
the demand for retrenchment on the 
left, with the attack of Dr. Pritchett 
and the industrial interests behind 
us, let us speak unto the people that 
they go forward. ‘The superintendent 
of schools will find his greatest con- 
tribution in fearless, progressive lead- 
ership. 

“In the second place, the superin- 
tendent vf schools is the connecting 
link between the entire school sys- 
tem and the people. Education sas 
been too much a matter of the cloister, 
too long separated from the active in- 
terests of the people. Only as we 
shall be able to utilize all the civic, 
commercial and industrial organiza- 


tions shall we fulfill our mission as. 


superintendent of schools. 

“‘I do not believe that the business 
or industrial interests of a city should 
intrude itself on the schools for the 
sake of advertising or for circulat- 
ing any type of propaganda, but I 
do believe most emphatically that the 
schools should use every organization 
which has for its object the better- 
ment of our people. In other works, 
the school curriculum must be extend- 
ed beyond the schoolhouse door. We 
believe that the’ school is not only a 
preparation for life, but is life it- 
self. We must make real this be 
lief by utilizing all those organizations 
which make life livable and which con- 
tribute to the education of the child. 

“In so doing we not only add to 
the knowledge of the child, but we 


‘enlist the interest of our public. In 
'my own city the chamber of com- 
| merce, 
'as the Rotary, Kiwanis and Civitan, 


the various civie clubs, such 


the dental association, the medical as- 
sociation, the American Red Cross, 
the X. ME ©. A. ‘the %. Wi Be An 
the anti-tuberculosis association and 
Parent-Teacher association have he- 
come a very real and vital part of 
our school system. ‘The superintend- 
ent on many occasions has visited 
these various organizations and laid 
before them the needs of the schools 
and requested from them their aid 
and support in various enterprises 
which concern the school program. 
‘During the past year the civic 
clubs of our city have assisted in our 
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attendance drive by offering cups «nd 
various trophies for those schools and 
classes showing the highest per cent 
of attendance. This has continued 


for the past three years and as a 
result the average attendance of the 
schools of Atlanta has been raised 
from 83 per cent to 96 per cent of 
the actual enrollment. As a second 
result of this increased attendance, 
the percentage of failures in vur 
schoo] system have dropped in three 
years from 28 per cent to 6 2-3 per 
cent. 


Dental Work In the Schools. 


“In like manner we have used the 
Atlanta Dental association. Three 
years ago the dental work of the At- 
lanta public. schools was a mere per- 
fuuctory, casual -examination made 
by physicians or -nurses. By enlist- 
ing the interest of the dental! asso¢in- 
tion we secured their ¢«speration. 
Suffice it to savy that at the close of 
the present year practicaily every 
child of the 52,000 enrolled had re 
ceived dental attention and his or her 
mouth had been placed in good conili- 
tion. Ninety per cent of all this work 
was accomplished .not through the 
school clinic, but throueh the family 
dentist. 

“In like manner, we have used the 
American Red Cross and the Anti- 
Tuberculosis association, each of them 
assisting in our health crusade and in 
extra curriculum activities of schools. 
The Lions’ club has apreared as a 
pecial a‘iveecate of classe. for the 
blind and for _ sight-conservation. 
The Junior League, an vrganization 
of» young women, has given mucb of 
its time to diet kitchens in various 
sections of the city. The clinics in 
the various hospitals have performed 
more than two thousand needed oper- 
ations, ; 


Parent-Teacher Associations. 


“The greatest contribution made by 
any of these organizations has been 
made by the Parent-Teacher associa- 
tion. The <vperintendent has guided 
the activities of this organizatien in 
such «a way as to muke it a most pow- 
erful gid in the developrent of ‘i 
school system. Every one of the 72 
schools of our city has a Parent- 
Teacher organization. The standacd 
set has been to attain a membership 
equal to the number of families rep- 
reserted in the schools ‘Th? Parent- 
Teacher assqiation has organized 
committees to cooperate with our at- 
tendance drive, wit® our thrift depart- 
ment, with vocational guidance, and 
our playground department. While 
not prigarily a mcney-making institu- 
tion, the Parent-Teacher association 
has contribate{ tu the schools of our 
city during the past nine months over 
$100,000 in equipment which the 
board felt unable to purchase, [I be- 
lieve no greater contribution ezn he 
made by a superintendent than the 
proper utilization of the various civic, 
commercial -and social organizations 
of his city. 

Curriculum Must Fit Community. 

“In the third place, the superinten- 
dent of schoots will make his most 
valuable contribution in organizing a 
type of curriculum fitted to (he needs 
of his particular city and state. 

“In the great Empire State of thé 
South, in which I have the honor to 
live, cotton, vegetables and fruits can 
be raised in abundance to clothe and 
feed the world. And yet the average 
scL«ol curricu'um of our state has al- 
incest nothing +o say about the cultiva- 
tion and development of cotton, vege- 
tables or fruit. 

“To see to it that those features 
of commercial and .industrial develop- 
ment which are peculiar to his section 
of the country art included in his 
course of study is an oolizitien which 
the superinterdent caino: escape and 
for which Le will be held responsible 
that the conrse of study function into 
the life of his community. 

“Among dozens of other contribu-

PLAN IS INDORSED 


Territory Would Be Carv- 
ed Out of Present Ninth 
and Eleventh Wards. 
Council Acts Monday. 


Creation of a new Thirteenth ward, 
to comprise all the territery which 
belonged to Edgewood before tha* 
town was annexed to Atlanta in 1909, 
was recommended to council by the 
charter revision committee at a spe- 
cial meeting Tuesday afternoon. The 
recommendation was yoted  unani- 
mously. 

The borderline of the new ward, 
if approved by council and granted 
Ly the general assembly at its pres- 
ent session, would run along Ponce 
de Leon avenue on the north to Kirk- 
wood on the east, to the South De- 
eatur car line on the south and 
ulong Wiley street to Moreland on 
the west. 

The population of the new ward 
would be about 10,000. It would 
kave as much territory as the average 
contained in the other wards of the 
city. 

Two Wards to Lose. 

The territory for the Thirteent 
ward would come entirely out of the 
present Ninth and Eleventh wards. 
The Eleventh ward would lose the 
smaller portion of territory and, sup- 
perters of the measure said, would 
not be injured because of annexation 
two years ago of a substantia] strip 
of territory on its south end. 

Morning Side, annexation of which 
was approved by council and Mayor 
Walter Sims last month, would bs 
made a part of the Ninth ward, if 
the general assembly ratifies the an- 
nexation, and would in part make up 
its loss of territory and population. 

Supporters of the proposed addi- 
tional ward told the committee that 
the community which formerly was 
Edgewood has not had representation 
in council for several years, because 
the community has been divided be 
tween the Ninth and Eleventh wards 
and has not sufficient voting strength 
in either of them to put over a eandi- 
date for council or the aldermanic 
board. 

Under the proposed 
Ninth’ ward would include Inman 
Park, Copenhill, Linwood, Morning 
Side and adjacent territory. 

Members Not Affected. 

The change would not affect the 
present Ninth and Eleventh ward 
representation in council® as none of

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BURYING STORM DEAD 


Lorain, Ohio, July 1—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Lorain started 
burying its dead today. The last 
prayers to be said for those who had 
perished in Saturday's disaster, when 
a tornado twisted its way across this 
city, were said in private homes, as 
a majority of the churches had been 
demolished to the extent of being v-n- 
safe for congregations to gather. 

One thing usual on such occasions 
was missing and that was silence. 
The long and short processions passed 
quickly but not hurriedly throeush 
the streets made noisy by the pound- 
ing of hammers and the swing of 
boards, for Lorain, besides burying 
its dead, also atarted on its long 
trip up to normalcy todar. 

The death list remained at 65 to- 
night. 


Sewers and Water Good. 


An inspection of the sewers and 
the water supply hy the military en- 
gineers today showed the condition 
to be excellent and health of the 
community in no danger. 

The devastation in several areas 
was so complete, the damage so ap- 
palling and the workers clearing 
away the debris so few as compared 
with the. puge task confronting them, 
that the county and city officials 
are frank in expressing the fact that 
more bodies will be found when the 
searchers had completed their task. 

At a meeting of the citizens today, 
Governor Donahey was urged to is- 
sue a national appeal fot aid, it being 
pointed out to him that perhaps $40,- 
000,000 damage had been done to 
Lorain alone. Early estimates 
placed the damage at between $25,- 
000,000 and $30,000,000.
